VAUABIE DISCOVERY MADE 

BY MASSACHUSETTS CONCERN. 



The waste wood heap contin- 
ues to diminish ami pass away. 

A Massachusetts mauufacturer 
ot brushes recently made a dis- 
covery in Maine which supplied 
liitn with material exactly suited 
to his purpose He went to the 
Fine Tree State to buy wood for 
the backs of hair brushes aud 
the handles of shaving brushes, 
and chanced to visit the yards of 
a spool maker who was usiug 
white birch. The spool man 
took the white part of the wood 
only, . and was throwing away 
the red hearts. Thousands of 
cords had been burned or dump- 
ed in the lake to be rid of it. 

The red hearts were exactly 
what the brush maker wanted, 
and at little more than the ex 
pense of (freight he supplied his 
factory. 

This is typical of the trend of 
manufacturing. Waste of wood 
ia still great, but it is decreas- 
ing. What one factory can not 
use, another turns |to profit, 
formerly mills threw away half 
the forest— tops left in the 
woods, sawdust dumped in 
atreams to pollute them and de- 
stroy fish, slabs burned in per- 
petual bonfires, and defective 
jflML, %atd low grade lumber

The Uuitetl States Forest Ser- 
vice Ikih taken up this study in 
a conipreheiihi\ e ami >y»tcmatic 
way. Investigations of the 
woodd of particular siat.s are 
being conducted, usually iu co- 
operation with the states con 
cerned. The plan, wheu fully 
carried out, will include every 
commercial wood in the United 
States, not fewei thau 200 
species. The properties of each 
will be investigated, its hard- 
ness, toughuess, elasticity, dura- 
bility, weight, fuel value, site 
of tree, regions where growu.tbe 
common names by which it is 
known in different localities, 
aud other matters of this k»nd. 
A history of the wood's uses in 
the. past will be given, aud au 
accouut of preseut uses; togeth- 
er with Mi'.'nestions for a wider 
range of usefulness iu the future 
by pointing out in what capaci- 
ties it w ill serve best and bo 
most valuable.

Roland Rich shot and almost in- 
stantly killed his wife, Dora, 
aged 30 years, because of do- 
mestic trouble*. 

The woman was shot iu the 
left jaw, the bullet passing 
through the lower part of the 
head and making its exit in the 
rear of the skull. She lived 
abont ten minutes, but was un- 
conscious from the time she was 
shot. Rich, to all appearanoe, 
was determined to kill his wife, 
for he shot, her twice, the other 
bullet striking her in the arm. 
She did not make nany outcry 
after the first shot. 

It is said that Rich and his 
wife had not been on the best of 
terms. Finally it is said, she 
told him ahe e mild leave- him. 

Rich begged local officers to 
protect him while taking him to 
the county jail and requested 
them to take him out of town. 
The officers promised to protect

The Keutucky crop report is 
of Aug. 1st., just issued at 
Frankfort by Jas. W. Rankin, 
Assistant Commissioner of Agri- 
culture, says iu part : 

Owing to the continued wet 
weather farming interests of the 
State have been greatly dam- 
aged, and should it continue to 
rain as it has daring the first 
part of the seasou crops of all 
kinds will be damaged very 
much. 

Whkat. Conditions are very 
bad at the present time, there 
being so much rain it has caused 
a great portion to sprout in the 
stack or shock, causing the qual- 
ity to be very poor. The aver- 
age yield will be about ten 
bushels per acre, selling at from 
$1.15 to $1.50 per bushel. 

Corn. There seems to have 
been one of the largest corn 
crops planted that we have had 
in many .years, with conditions 
fairly good owing to so much 
rain, retarding the cultivation 
to some extent. Some fields not 
being ploughed more than once, 
but with rain at the right time 
this will make a fair yield, but 
of a poor quality, being light 
aud chaffy. Corn is now selling 
higher thau was ever known be- 
fore, prices ranging from 80c to 
$1.00. 

Oath. Oats have suffered 
greatly from the continued wet 
weather, causing them to fall 
down and a treat m;iuy not be- 
ing about twenty bushels to the 
acre. Prica rauging from 40c to 
Toe per bushel. 

Dark Tobacco. There was a 
large acreage of dark t bacco 
planted, but- :i large portion has 
been destroyed by the heavy 
rains and Btorms iu many coun- 
ties of the Dark District and 
showing at the preseut time not 
more than seveuty-tive per cent, 
of a crop with the prospects bad 
for this on account of the quali- 
ty being bad the yield will be cut 
iu half. 

Potatokh. There is one of the 
largest acreages of potatoes ever 
planted iu the State, aud the 
yield is and will be about 100 to 
150 bushels per acre, selling 
from 00c to $1.50 per bushel.

Insurance Companies Fail as a Result 
of Heavy Losses— Causalties Not 
Determined— Hospitals 
Crowd. 



Osaka, Japan. Aug. 2.— Confusion 
still prevails here aa a-- result of 
Saturday's disastrous Are. Thou- 
sands of persons are homeless and 
hunger ia staring many of them In 
the face. 

A aystem of relief baa been organ- 
ized by the municipal authorities, but 
it is inadequate to supply all needs. 
Outside cltiea and towns are gener- 
ously sending in contributions to be 
uaed in alleviating the sufferings of 
the homeless and destitute. 

The number of casualties haa not 
yet been determined, but hundreds of 
injured persons are crowding the hos- 
pltals. 

The latest estimates are that 
twenty thousand buildings were de- 
stroyed, these including banks, the 
stock exchange, the museum, govern- 
ment edifices and factories. While 
at present It is impossible accurately 
to state the losses, these are given 
roughtly at several million yen. It Is 
feared that soma of ths insurance 
companiea will fail as a rasult of the 
heavy loaaea they will have to pay.

All day long 
Saturday and far into the night the 
male population assisted the firemen 
and the troops in quenching the con- 
flagration. 

Famed Buddhist Temple Destroyed. 
An area of over four miles square, 
containing some of the city's hand 
somest structurea. including the 
Buddhist temple, the largest In the 
world, was entirely burned over be- 
fore the Are was brought under con- 
trol. The stock exchange, which was 
one of the most Important in this 
country, waa entirely destroyed. ThK 
loss, It Is believed, will tend con- 
siderably to dislocate the business of 
Osaka, which, with Its manufacturing 
concerns, is one of the chief com- 
mercial cities of Japan.

There is uo eud to the evidence 
that lite lusnrance business is 

We 
are wont to turn eternally to New 
York when we study things finan- 
cial. One prominent New York 
company twenty years ago had a 
little over $8.(100.000 of assets. Ire 
statement showed assets in 1U0K of 
$2»6,OUO,000, and the assets have 
probably inerefteesl to about a quar- 
ter of a billion dollars to-day. Four 
prominent metropolitan life insur- 
ance companies in Won had a total 
income of $337,887,188. Allowing 
three huudred business days for the 
yesr, tills mean* that these four 
companies alone pumped through 
the artene k of New York City's 
financial and business system last 
year upwards of $l,12B,0O0 every da>. 
Indianapolis, which is only a little 
over 100 miles from Louisville has 
souuthiug like twenty 11/e insur- 
ance c iinpaniec. and the business ill 
Indiana lias beeu growing fast. 

The am cunt paid for life insur- 
ance premiums in Kentucky last 
year was $7,276 822, and the Swath is 
now paving out for life insurance 
about sixty millions ot dollar* an 
uuallv.

It Is the fl<»t 
Southern State to offer to poller* 
holders the g.iai antes of a compiil- 
eurv reserve deposit law. The 
statuie now In < ff-ct was enacte t 
Watch *4. lUuli It i r,,vr(. „ i\m 



every domestic life Insurance com 
panymust deposit with the state 
Treasurer for the security and ben- 
efit of all Its policyholders, an 
amount equal to or groater than the 
ascertained net eash value of all 
such company's policies in force. 
It Is worthy of note that the 
who fought for this law were the 
managers of the Citlsens Life In 
snrance Company and the same 
gentlemen who are now promoting 
the Citlsens National Life. 

Tiie plan In brief of the Citlsens

AEROPLANE RACES AN AUTO 

CURTIS' FLYING MACHINE EASILY 
BEATS MOTOR CAR. 



C. Foster Willard. an Amateur, Makes 
Rapid Time and Wins Mile 
Race With Ease. 



New York. Aug 10.— C. Foster Wil- 
lard, who has been making successful 
flights with Glenn E. Curtlss" aero- 
plane, had a (hrllling race with an 
automobile while flying near Mlneo- 
la, L. I. 

Willard had made Ave sweeping cir- 
cles when he noticed that a motor 
car 30 feet below him was racing to 
his landing place. The aeroplane had 
been covering less than 40 miles an 
hour, but aa the car shot ahead Wil- 
lard moved up bis motor a fe%» polnta. 
kept even with (he car. and (hen dart- 
ed ahead, winning a mile spurt by 
good margin. 

It was his sixteenth auccessrul 
flight with the Curtias aeroplane. Fly- 
ing close to the ground, Willard es- j 
sayed several timea to make a circle 
about a mile and a half In circumfer- 
ence, but waa not able to complele 
the circle, because of the ground and 
trees, on which he had not calculated. 
He made five long curved flights at 
high speed. 

The lengths of the flights varied 
from seven-tenths of a mile to two 
miles. In the fourth flight Willard 
successfully accomplished his Aral 
turn, sweeping over the field a( a 40- 
mlle clip at a height of 30 feel. He 
made (hree complete turns In all, 
covering two-(hirds of a circle. 

Ills feat is considered remarkable, 
in that he has made only 11 flights. 
Two hundred persons, many of whom 
came In automobiles, witnesses his 
flight. W. K. Vanderbilt. Jr., W*3 
among the spectators.

White Plalna. N. Y.. Aug. 7.— Harry 
K. Thaw's latest struggle to regain his 
freedom will end to-day. The sub 
mission of tesdmony In his hearing 
before Justice Isaac N. Mills closed 
Friday afternoon and all that remains 
is the final arguments of the attorneys. 

Jusice Mills will file bis decision 
with the county clerk on the morning 
of Thursday, August 11. 

Several possibilities confront Thaw. 
The court may grant his plea and 
make him absolutely free. It may de- 
cide that he has not establiahed his 
sanity, and refuse to Interfere, in 
which case, the state authorities will 
probably Bend him back to Malteawan 
hospital for the criminal Insane. Rut 
Justice Mills has further discretionary 
powers. He may feel that the young 
man's menial condition is still in 
doubt and for that reason delay a final 
order, meanwhile paroling Thaw in 
the custody of some officer or poss! 
bly on his own recognisance In the 
care of his family, or. he may declare 
Tb«W Insane, but, moved by hi- 
tnotbftr'fl complaint regarding hla sur- 
roundings at Matteawan, send him to 
some other state hospital not peopled 
by criminals. 

Thaw Always Hopeful. 

Thaw left the court room with 
jaunty step. The strain of the past 
four weeks, during which he has sub- 
mitted personally to fourteen hours 
of cross examination, was not apparent 
either In his face or his bearing. At 
no time during the proceedings has he 
expressed but satisfaction with the re- 
sults and confidence in the success of 
his cause. 

"I am sure." he said, "that I shall 
be free." 

The evidence presented in behalf of 
Thaw closed with a dramatic outburst 
by his mother, Mra. Mary Copley 
Thaw, who waa (he final wKneas. Her 
last words were a denunciation of Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome. Earlier In the 
day she had read a list of names dis- 
tinguished in New York society. They 
were guests, she said, at a dinner she 
gave in New York which Harry at- 
tended before bis marriage. In eon 
(hiding her testimony, she referred 
to this list of names.
